Sec- 
tion 19  of  chapter  757,  Laws  of  1873,  provides  that,  by  a  con- 
current vote  of  the  above-named  officers,  such  printing  may  be 
done  without  contract. 

The  copy  for  the  printer  of  the  matter  above  referred  to  is

SECOND. 

In  compliance  with  the  second  provision  of  said  section 
6,  the  Board  submits  the  following  statement  of  the  sub- 
jects and  duties  which  have  engaged  its  attention  during 
the  year  ending  April  SO,  1872  : 

I.— Organization. 

The  Board  met  and  organized  on  the  4th  day  of  May, 
1871,  by  the  election  of 

John  T.  Agnbw,  President, 
Henby  a.  Smtih,  Treasurer ; 
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People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  and  to  the  land  under 
water  around  the  city,  out  to  a  point  a  short  distance  be- 
yond the  prpposed  pier-head  line. 

In  compliance  with  such  application  such  conveyance 
was  made.  It  bears  date  September  28, 1871,  and  a  copy 
is  herewith  submitted,  marked  "  A,''  to  which  you  are  re- 
spectfully referred. 

In  view  of  the  present  and  prospective  commerce  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  this  grant  of  land  under  water 
heretofore  owned  by  the  State,  but  now  belonging  to  the 
city,  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

This  extensive  area  outside  the  present  pier  and  bulk- 
head lines  will,  under  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Docks,  greatly  increase  the  facilities  for  com- 
merce, and  at  the  same  time  add  largely  to  the  revenues 
of  the  city. 


BUILDINa,    REBUILDING     AND     BBPAIBINQ    PEERS    AND     BULK- 
HEADS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  herewith  submitted,  that 
a  larger  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  Department 
in  building,  rebuilding  and  repairing  piers  and  bulkheads 
during  the  past  twelve  months  than  in  the  first  year  of  its 
organization,  and  the  facilities  for  commerce  have  been 
thereby  much  increased.  Twelve  new  piers  have  been 
constructed,  thirty  piers  rebuilt  and  repaired,  and  ten 
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and  in  the  slipB,  from  many  who,  from  long  occupancy  of 
public  property,  have  suppoeed  themselves  entitled  to  ex- 
olasive  possession,  and  some  delay  has  been  occasioned  in 
the  removal  of  these  obstructions  in  consequence  of  in- 
junctions having  been  obtained,  restraining  the  action  of 
the  Department  in  this  regard. 

These  injunctions  having  been  all  set  aside,  the  Depart- 
ment now  sees  no  reason  why  the  water  front  should  not 
at  an  early  day  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  and  a  large 
area  of  wharf  accommodation  be  redeemed  for  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  legitimate  commerce. 


OOLLBOnONS  OF  WHABF  RENTS  AND  WHABFAaS. 

The  amount  collected  since  the  last  report,  for  rents  of 
wharves  and  slips  leased,  and  the  daily  collections  of 
wharfage  from  those  unleased,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's 
report,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $412,974.98,  which  sum  has 
been  paid  over  to  the  City  Chamberlain  for  account  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  amount  collected  during  the  previous  year,  as  per 
last  report,  was  $850,901.54,  showing  an  increase  of  receipts 
for  the  past  year  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $62,078.39. 
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same  are  landed,  provide  platforms  or  scantling  to  receive 
the  stone  upon,  and  in  case  of  failure  so  to  do,  a  fine  of 
twenty-five  dollars  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  consignees 
or  owners  of  such  stone,  for  each  day  it  shall  remain  on 
the  pier.

To  the  Honorable  Commissioners  of  Docks : 

Gentlemen — In  presenting  a  statement  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  Bureau  for  the  year  ending  April  30, 1872,  I 
desire  to  submit  a  few  preliminary  remarks. 

I  regret  exti'emely  that  we  cannot  report  greater  pro- 
gress in  the  construction  of  the  new  river  wall,'  but  the 
Commissioners  un<ferstand  that  the  obstacles  were  of  a 
nature  entirely  beyond  my  control. 

You  are  well  aware  of  the  very  serious  inconveniences 
under  which  this  Bureau  has  labored  for  several  months 
past  in  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  and  uncertainty  of 
the  financial  supplies  at  the  disposition  of  the  Department, 
and  you  will  not  regard  me  as  going  beyond  the  limits  of 
this  report  when  I  repeat,  what  I  have  often  stated  to  you 
heretofore,  that  it  is  and  will  always  prove  to  be  impossible 
to  carry  on  a  work  of  such  magnitude  as  ours  with 
economy  and  dispatch  unless  the  appropriations  are 
sufficiently  large,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  be  expended 
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portion  of  the  city  front,  other  plans  and  maps  have  been 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Dock  Com- 
missioners, embracing  the  upper  portion  of  the  Island. 

The  prosperity  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  greatly  de- 
pendent upon  the  prompt  execution  of  the  improvement 
of  the  water  front  as  contemplated  by  this  Department. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  well  understand  my  views 
as  to  the  great  natural  advantages  of  the  port  of  New 
York,  and  a  closer  acquaintance  has  only  the  more  con- 
vinced me  that  the  present  condition  of  the  wharf 
facilities  seriously  impairs  these  advantagea  New  York 
cannot  reap  the  full  benefit  of  her  position  and  facilities 
of  access  unless  a  change  is  made  in  the  condition  of  the 
water  front. 

The  portion  of  the  new  river  wall  south  of  Pier  No.  1, 
North  river,  which  was  commenced  during  the  past  sum- 
mer is  now  completed  nearly  to  the  low- water  mark.  This 
part  of  t)ie  work  is  of  granite,  resting  on  a  rip-rap  founda- 
tion, carried  down  to  firm  bottom  after  dredging  out  the 
mud.  From  the  exposed  nature  of  the  locality,  and  the 
very  severe  winter  and  spring,  the  work  has  been  difficult 
and  tedious.  The  necessity  of  preserving  Pier  No.  1  for 
the  use  of  commerce,  at  present,  has  made  it  impossible  to 
carry  the  new  river  wall  quite  up  to  that  pier.  Granite 
was  employed  for  the  entire  section  of  this  portion  of  the 
work  for  the  reason  that  it  was  not  possible  to  complete 
the  preparations  for  the  manufacture  and  use  of  Beton 


^Wk«  in  sea^ui.  In  the  |H)rtioiiri  of  the  wall  hereafter  to 
^  i>>nrtrin?ted  it  ift  intende<l  to  m^o  large  IWton  hldckrt  to 
» ^'fry  jirreat  extent. 

The  plans  and  specificationi^  have  l>een  completed  for  a 

landing  for  Bniall  lK«t8,  at  various  stages  of  the  tide,  on 

the  s«»uth   front  of  the  wall   now  in  process  of  erection. 

Proposals  for  building  the  same  have  been  advertised  for, 

and  bids  are  now  under  con{(iderati<»n. 

The  general  working  plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
river  wall  from  its  )»re*»ent  tenninus  near  Pier  No.  1  up  to 
Pier  No.  20,  Xorth  river,  are  prepared.  The  borings 
akfiig  tlie  line  of  the  river  wall  fnun  Pier  No.  20  to  the 
ffciC  of  We*t Tenth  street,  except  under  the  existing  piers, 
hare  been  recently  coinpleteiK  so  that  the  information  now 
riiftCc^  for  making  the  general  working  plans  f<»r  that 
I.oilifv.

rnArks  cut  in  suitable  plac-es. 
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An  additional  copy  of  the  series  of  maps  of  the  water 
front  from  Corlear's  Hook,  East  river,  to  Sixty-first  street, 
North  river,  has  been  made  ;  also  new  maps  in  triplicate 
of  the  water  front  on  the  East  river,  from  Corlear's  Hook 
to  Fifty-first  street,  and  a  series  of  maps  covering  the  water 
front  from  Fifty-first  street,  East  river,  around  by  the 
Harlem  river  and  Spuyten  Duyvil  Creek  to  Sixty-first 
street.  North  river.  On  these  new  maps  from  Corlear's 
Hook,  by  the  Harlem,  to  Sixty-first  street,  North  river,  the 
proposed  lines  for  the  new  system  have  been  laid  down 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Dock  Commissioners. 

Within  the  limits  covered  by  these  last  maps,  the  lines 
are,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Harbor  Commissioners  of  1857-  Numerous  special  sur- 
veys have  been  made  and  the  maps  thereof  executed.  A 
large  number  of  tidal  diagrams,  current  charts,  grade  pro- 
files, working  drawings,  etc.,  have  been  made. 

The  following  summary  will  show  tlie  results  of  borings 
during  the  year  ending  April  30,  1872. 

These  have  been  taken  with  the  floating  machine 
"  Woodcock,"  the  large  borer  and  hand  rod,  amounting 
in  all  to  1,862,  of  which  1,570  are  with  the  ^-  Woodcock," 
275  with  hand  rod  and  the  remainder  with  large  borer. 
This  machine  has  been  delivered  since  tlie  date  of  the  last 
annual  reiK>rt.  It  lias  fully  answered  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  intended,  and  by  the  rapidity  with  which  it 
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^^1  \te  tmkcii  a|Nirt.  removed  and  put  ti^ther  H^in,  han 
Wn  productive  of  fcretit  econoiiiy.

•  »f  tin*  tin»t  nine  of  the  projMnied  new  piers  on  the  North 

A  fln*<lginic  font*  \va.^  (»r&oiuized  in  1871,  with  two 
Op^«jd  drwlge*.  two  tugs,  and  six  mud  scows,  which  have 
fn^vu  in  «»fM*rHtion  since  June  1(»,  1871.  Tliey  have  lieen 
ormtinuouj^ly  employed  in  maintaining  the  re^juisite  deptli 
■  •f  water  in  old  Ai\^  and  in  dredging  to  the  pro|»er  deptli 
ai**fig)»ide  of  new  piers. 
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Since  tlie  date  of  the  last  annual  report  there  have  been 
excavated,  by  dredges  of  the  Department,  from  Jane  10, 
1871,  to  April  27,  1872,  232,251  2-10  cubic  yards,  and 
under  contract  with  Morris  &  Cummings,  for  construction 
purposes,  24,033  cubic  yards ;  in  all  256,284  2-10  cubic 
yards. 

The  large  floating  derrick  which  has  been  constructed 
by  this  Bureau  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  use,  and 
has  been  proved  on  trial  to  work  as  was  expected. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  the  fact  that  the  outlay  charged  to  this  Bu- 
reau for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  work  laid  out,  as  well  as  for  the 
purchase  of  tugs,  dredges  and  scows  used  in  the 
dredging  of  slips,  etc. — work  previously  performed  bj' 
contract — necessarily  appears  in  the  account  of  this  year's 
expenditures.  This  property  now  belongs  to  the  City  of 
New  York,  is  in  good  condition  and  is  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  work.

II«^IinproTeineiit  of  the  Water  Front. 

After  three  years  of  practical  familiarity  with  all  the 
wants  of  the  present  active  commerce  of  the  port,  and 
with  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  onr  leading  merchants 
controlling  our  great  commercial  interests,  the  Depart- 
ment is  confirmed  in  the  opinion  that  the  plan  which 
it  has  adopted  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  front  is 
the  only  one  which  will  afford  this  city  accommodations  for 
its  commerce  commensurate  with  its  importance. 

This  plan  will  eventually  be  carried  out,  and  can  be 
made  not  only  self-sustaining,  but  to  produce  a  lai^  ad- 
ditional revenue  to  the  city. 

The  work  on  the  granite  pier  south  of  Pier  No.  1,  North 
river,  and  on  the  adjoining  bulkhead  wall,  including  the 
granite  boat  landing  at  the  Battery,  has  been  prosecuted 
with  all  the  dispatch  that  was  possible,  considering  the 
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portant  work  entnisled  to  it,  alluded  to  in  the  last  Annual 
Report,  has  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  in  conse- 
quence of  which  the  work  of  improving  the  water  fix)nt  of 
the  city,  under  the  new  system,  has  necessarily  been 
greatly  retarded. 

On  May  1st,  1872,  the  Comptroller  paid  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Docks  the  sum  of  $100,000,  and  on  May  IStli  a 
further  payment  of  $50,000  was  made,  both  sums  being 
on  account  of  proceeds  of  the  bonds  issued  in  conformity 
with  the  request  of  the  Board,  under  date  of  September 
28th,  1871. 

Subsequently,  the  Department  was  informed  by  the 
Comptroller  that,  in  future,  requisitions  on  him  for  the 
balance  in  his  hands  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds 
(amounting  to  $750,000)  should  be  countersigned  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  before  payment  could 
be  made. 

In  conformity  with  such  notification  the  Department  of 
Docks  issued  a  requisition  on  the  Comptroller,  under  date 
of  June  19th,  1872,  for  the  above  amount,  duly  counter- 
:fligned  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
on  the  5th  day  of  July  the  further  sum  of  $250,000  was 
paid  to  the  Department 

On  the  17th  October,  1872,  a  communication  was  for- 
warded to  the  Comptroller  requesting  him  to  pay  the 
balance  due  on  the  last  requisition,  amounting  to  $500,000,

A  copy  of  the  full  opinion  of  Judge  Leonard  is  hereto 
annexed. 

This  decision  was  substantially  in  favpr  of  the  position 
assumed  by  the  Department ;  but  as  it  denied  the  applica- 
tion for  a  mandamus  on  a  technical  ground,  the  Depart- 
ment was  loft  either  to  abide  by  the  formally  adverse 
opinion  and  to  prepare  papers  for  an  application  de  novo 
correcting  the  informality,  or  to  appeal  to  the  General 
Term,  in  Ihe  expectation  that  the  Court  would  overrule 
Judge  Leonard  in  the  matter  of  the  informality. 

As  the  Comptroller  declared  that,  if  Judge  Leonard's 
decision  was  adverse  to  him,  he  would  appeal,  and  as  that 
would  have  occurred  in  the  second  application,  had  it 
been  made,  and  as  it  would  have  consumed  much  time, 
the  Department,  under  the  advice  of  counsel,  decided  to 
appeal  to  the  General  Term. 

The  Department,  deeming  it  unwise  to  allow  its  creditors 
to  suffer  for  want  of  money  justly  due  them,  and  not  pos- 
sessing funds  in  its  own  treasury  adequate  to  pay  them, 
has,  since  the  decision  above  referred  to,  sent,  under  pro- 
test, its  bills  to  the  Comptroller  for  payment. 

Since  January  1st,  1873,  the  bills  for  materials  and  pay- 
rolls for  salaries,  labor,  etc.,  sent  to  the  Comptroller  for 
payment  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of 
$150,730.88,  which,  together  with  the  sums  paid   to  the 
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Had  the  Department  been  in  the  prompt  receipt  of  the 
moneys  by  law  appropriated  for  its  use,  much  valuable 
time  would  liave  been  saved,  the  work  of  construction 
more  extensively  and  economically  carried  on,  and  under 
the  new  system  of  dock  improvements  suitable  wharf  ac- 
commodations provided  for  the  large  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing commerce  of  the  city. 

PLANS  AND  MAPS  FOB  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  WATER 

FEONT. 

The  plans  and  maps  for  the  improvement  of  the  water 
front  of  the  city  under  the  new  system,  from  the  foot  of 
Sixtieth  street,  North  river,  around  by  Spuyten  Duyvil 
Creek  and  Harlem  river,  to  the  foot  of  Grand  street,  East 
river,  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Docks  on  the  23d  day 
of  March,  1872,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  were 
submitted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for 
adoption,  as  mentioned  in  tlie  Second  Annual  Report  of 
the  Department. 

In  subdivision  3,  of  section  6,  chapter  574  of  the  Laws 
of  1871,  it  is  provided,  that  '*  if  any  such  plan  be  rejected 
by  said  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  said 
Board  shall  send  another  plan,  in  place  thereof,  to  said 
Commissioners." 

Up  to  this  time,  however,  no  action  on  said  plans  has 
been  taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 
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juDction  after  injunction,  from  the  State  and  United  States 
courts,  was  obtained  by  the  parties  in  interest,  and  all 
that  money  and  skilled  legal  talent  could  do  was  done  to 
nullify  the  action  of  tiie  Department  in  this  regard. 

Eventually,  however,  all  these  injunctions  were  dis- 
solved, the  courts  sustaining  the  Department  in  every 
instance,  and  holding  the  principle  that  the  wharves  and 
piers  of  New  York  belong  by  right  and  law  to  the  wants 
of  active  commerce,  and  that  the  commerce-obstructing 
bulldiead  stores  on  portions  of  the  water  front,  and  the 
permanent  hulks,  lying  year  after  year  in  many  of  our 
slips,  must  be  removed. 


OOLLKCTION8   OF    WKIAKF    UKNTS    AND    WHARFAGE. 

By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  rents  from  wharves  and  bulkheads  leased, 
and  the  daily  collections  from  wharf  property  not  leased, 
belonging  to  the  city,  amount  to  the  sum  of  $448,640.51, 
as  against  $412,974.93  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a 
gain  in  receipts  of  $35,065.58,  all  of  which  firet  above- 
mentioned  sum  has  been  paid  over  during  the  year  to  the 
City  Chamberlain  for  account  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund.

The  surveying  jmrties  have  been  engaged  in  complct- 
in{!  tlic  c«>rdon  of  bench  mark  levels  around  the  city  and 
iftUud  for  reference  in  establishing  tlie  datum  line  for  the 
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construction  of  the  pier  and  bnlkhead  at  any  point."*  Also 
in  executing  the  measurement  of  ordinates  which  were  re- 
quired to  determine  the  position  of  the  new  pier  and 
bulkhead  lines. 

We  are  now  supplied  with  the  necessary  scientific  data 
required  for  an  engineering  undertaking  of  the  nature  of 
ours  that  will  justify  the  Commissioners  in  contracting 
for  an  extension  of  the  work  at  any  point  between  Cor- 
lear's  Hook,  East  river,  and  foot  of  West  Fifty-ninth 
street,  North  river,  at  any  moment. 

Measurements  have  been  made  by  the  employees  of 
this  bureau  of  all  materials  furnished  by  contractors  for 
use  at  the  Battery  works. 

The  surveys  and  measurements  required  in  connection 
with  the  dredging,  a  large  number  of  special  surveys  re- 
lating to  the  extension  of  private  piers  and  bulkheads,  and 
other  work  required  by  the  Department,  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

The  draughtsmen  liave  been  constantly  and  busily  em- 
ployed upon  the  plans  and  maps  necessary  for  our  work. 

DREDGING. 

The  work  of  dredging  the  corporation  slips  has  been 
done  by  the  machinery  belonging  to  the  Department 
The  total  amount  dredged  during  the  year  was  64,199 
cubic  yards.

From  foot  of  Sixty -first  street,  North  river,  to  Two 
Hundred  and  Fifteenth  street,  North  river,  borings  with 
the  hand-rod  were  taken  at  the  foot  of  each  street,  to  de- 
termine the  line  of  bulkhead. 

Sixteen  borings  were  taken  with  the  large  machine. 
These  reached  to  the  bed  rock,  and  were  generally  at  in- 
tervals of  about  250  feet ;  these,  with  those  already  taken 
by  the  same  machine,  extend  from  the  foot  of  Fifty-ninth 
street,  North  river,  to  Pier  No.  43,  East  river.  The 
general  results  have  not  differed  much  from  those  pre- 
viously reported. 

The  average  depth  of  soft  mud,  except  where  there  had 
been  recent  dredging,  has  been  found  to  be  from  22  to  23 
feet — below  this  a  very  tenacious  mud  of  varying  depth 
and  then  alternating  strata  of  sand  and  gravel,  with  some- 
times clay,  to  the  bed  rock. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  very  creditable  manner  in  which  the  Assistant  Engi- 
neers and  other  employees  of  the  Bureau  have  performed 
the  various  duties  assigned  to  them.

Experimental  piles  have  been  driven,  and  platforms 
bailt  on  them,  and  loaded  with  weight,  four  of  them  being 
in  their  natural  state,  and  four  of  them  having  their 
lower  ends  enlarged,  the  lengths  being  about  sixty-five 
(65)  feet,  and  diameter  of  each  the  same ;  the  result  ob- 
tained showed  no  advantage  by  enlarging  the  lower  ends. 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  since  my 
last  report  eleven  (11)  new  piers  have  been  built,  and 
twenty-six  (26)  piers,  bulkheads,  and  dumping-boards  re- 
built or  repaired,  and  obstructions  of  various  kinds  have 
been  removed.

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The  Oommissioners  are  not  called  upon  by  law  to  con- 
sult with  the  Comptroller,  except  in  his  capacity,  ex-officio^ 
as  a  member  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  respect  to  any  of 
the  plans,  contracts,  or  expenditures  of  their  Department 

The  Commissioners  have  the  entire  control  of  the  dock 
property  of  the  City,  including  the  leasing  and  collecting 
the  revenue  to  be  derived  therefrom. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  very  large  expenditures 
which  the  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  make  in  the 
execution  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  section 
99  of  the  Charter  of  1870,  as  amended  by  chapter  574  of 
the  Laws  of  1871,  §  6,  the  Comptroller,  on  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  is  directed 
to  issue  bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York,  not  exceeding 
$3,000,000  in  any  one  year,  not  to  be  sold  at  a  price  less 
than  par,  and  the  proceeds,  when  sold,  are  to  be  deposited 
in  the  treasury  of  the  said  city. 

The  money  is  to  be  drawn  out  and  paid  by  the  Comp- 
troller for  the  objects  and  purposes  provided  in  the  said 
amended  section,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  said  Board 
of  the  Department  of  Docks,  countersigned  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  Comptroller  has  issued  and  sold  $1,000,000  of  the 
Dock  Bonds,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,  given  to  him  in  1871. 
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It  is  inconsistent  with  the  former  provision,  and  is  a 
later  expression  of  the  legislative  will. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Department  of  Docks  are 
required  to  certify  the  several  objects  and  purposes  for 
which  a  requisition  is  made  upon  the  Comptroller,  other- 
wise he  cannot  know  that  he  is  paying  or  is  required  to 
pay  the  money  from  the  Treasury  "  for  the  objects  and 
purposes"  provided  in  this  later  act;  and  as  the  latest 
expression  of  the  legislative  will  must  be  followed,  I 
think  it  clear  that  the  Commissioners  can  certify  the 
objects  and  purposes  for  which  a  requisition  is  made 
npon  the  Comptroller,  so  as  to  include  a  largo  number  of 
liabilities  or  debts  contracted  by  the  Department  of 
Docks  in  one  sum  or  amount. 

It  is  probable  that  the  framers  of  the  law  intended  that 
a  sum,  in  bulk,  should  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller,  on  the 
requisition  of  the  Department  of  Docks,  duly  counter- 
signed, in  conformity  with  a  practice  which  formerly 
obtained  between  the  Finance  and  other  departments  of 
the  City  Government  But  the  law  has  not  been  framed 
so  as  lo  express  that  design. 

The  Comptroller  cannot  properly  pay  directly  to  the 
creditor  on  a  debt  contracted  by  the  Department  of 
Docks.

A  balance  of  $1,326,071.61  remained  unexpended  of 
the  appropriation  for  interest  for  1872,  and  was  applied 
to  the  interest  account  of  1873 — thus  requiring  a  less 
amcmnt  to  be  raised  in  1873  than  the  actual  amount  of  in- 
terest. 

For  1874,  the  estimate  includes  the  amount  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  interest  on  the  debt  of  the  city,  and  an 
amount  to  meet  any  additions  to  the  same,  in  pursuance 
of  laws  now  in  force,  requiring  the  issue  of  bonds  for  pub- 
lic improvements. 

The  item  of  $250,000,  under  the  head  of  Reduction  of 
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the  City  Debt  is  included,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions 
of  section  17  of  chapter  533  of  the  Laws  of  1873.

The  tax  for  State  purpose  is  to  provide  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  State  Government,  instalments  of  bounty 
debt,  new  capital,  new  work  on  canals,  and  extra  repairs, 
canal  floating  debt,  payment  of  awards  by  Canal  Ap- 
praisers and  Canal  Commissioners,  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness, deficiency  in  the  sinking  fund,  asylums  and 
reformatories,  academies  and  union  schools,  and  for  com- 
mon schools. 

The  State  taxes  are  mandatory  by  acts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  are  required  to  be  raised  by  tax  and  paid  over 
to  the  State  for  tlie  various  purposes  indicated  above.

Tliert!  is  no  dtMiht  tliat  all  the  e\|>enscs  necessary  for 
pro^»er  armories  ought  to  be  kept  within  one  half  of 
thib  sum. 

An  additioiuil  amount  is  also  included  for  ARvInmt 
and  lieformatories,   nuide    necec^sary  for   the   6upp<»rt  of 
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these  charitable  institutions  by  acts  of  the  Legislature. 
The  amount  of  this  increase  over  1S73  is  $4:9,745. 

Besides  these  additional  requirements  for  the  County  in 
1874^,  it  is  also  necessary  to  provide  a  further  sum  of 
$16,500  for  "Coronei-s'  Fees"  and  $10,000  for  "CJon- 
tingencics  in  the  District  Attorney's  office."  In  the  item 
of  "Jury  Fees"  $5,001  is  added;  also,  $7,000  for  **  Print- 
ing — Executive  Department  and  Judiciary,"  and  $8,056.16 
for  "  Salaries— Judiciary."  For  "xVdvertising"  $2,500  is 
included,  for  which  account  no  aj^propriation  was  made  in 
187»3,  a  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1872 
being  sufficient  for  the  expense  of  1873. 

For  County  Contingencies  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
is  made,  which  is  an  increase  of  $6,353.44  over  1873, 
for  the  reason  tliat  a  balance  of  appropriation,  was  carried 
over  from  1872  to  this  account. 

An  item  of  $200,000  for  ''Special  Contingencies"  is 
also  included,  which  amount  is  intended  to  cover  all  mat- 
ters that  cannot  at  the  present  time  be  anticipated  and 
provided  for  under  their  proper  heads. 

By  reference  to  the  table  it  will  be  seen  tliat  the  items 
of  decrease  in  the  a))propriations  for  1874,  under  certain 
heads,  amount  to  $08,311.71.
